I was shown within a few days a a medal struck 
in Germany to celebrate the sinking of the Lusitania. It is not 
before me now, but had, on one side, ea delineation of the ship sinking, 
and on the other, a representation of a Cunard Line ticket office with 
a crowd of people pushing up to buy tickets, and a skeleton represent- 
ed as the ticket seller. There was also descriptive matter appropri- 
ate to the occasion. I remember in en issue of The Numismatist a 
month or two ago, description of a German medal struck to celebrate 
the sinking of the Lusitania, but I did not preserve the article and 
cannot now say whether that corresponds to the medal I have above re- 
ferred to. If the medal which I saw is different, I consider that 
it should be illustrated and described in the publication referred to. 
I am in @ position to secure this medal for such purpose, if desired, 
but, under existing circumstances, no neme should be mentioned or 
details given of exactly how it wes brought to this country. In 
fact, I do not personally know.
